The five-point Roosevelt reorgan- 
ization program:

major departments, the two new 
ones being social welfare and pub- 
lic works. Change name of Interior 
department to "conservation." 


2.—Place whole government ad- 


ministrative service on career and 
merit basis by making civil service 
Include all non-pollcy-determining 
positions, under the president. 


3.—Make present comptroller-gen- 


eral office into an "auditor general- 
ship" responsible to congress only 
for post-adult of federal financial 
activities; and give the existent pro- 
audit function to treasury and judi- 
cial function to attorney general. 


4.—Strengthen the budget bureau 


and consolidate In a national re- 
sources board the responsibility for 
national planning and constant re- 
search to Improve governmental ef- 
ficiency, directly under the presi- 
dent. 
5.- Give the president six execu- 


tive assistants to takck much work 
off his shoulders and act In a pure- 
ly confidential capacity.

Lincoln Faced Danger. 
There were rumors of plots to 


assassinate the President-elect, to 
seize Washington and to blow up

public buildings. En 
route 


to the capital, Lincoln was in- 
duced by secret service 
opera- 


tives to change his travel sched- 
ule In order to avert assassina- 
tion. He left Harrisburg, Pa., se- 
cretly at night on a special train, 
traveled incognito through hostile 
Baltimore and slipped quietly into 
Washington at 6:05 In the morn- 
inpr.His carriage surrounded by sol- 
diers and with government marks- 
men on the roofs of houses train- 
ing their guns on 
Pennsylvania 


avenue, the "great 
backwoods- 


man" 
rode from Wlllard's hotel 


to the capiol to swear that he, 
would preserve the union. 


Wilson Kxlt An Ordeal. 
The 
inauguration 
of 
Warren 
Harding was made dramatic by 
the tragic exit from the Presi- 
dency of Woodrow 
Wilson, his 
health broken and his vision shat- 
tered 
of leading 
the 
United 
States into a concert of the na- 
tions to preserve peace and de- 
mocracy. 
Murmurs of sympathy mingled 


with the cheers as the 
crowds 
caught sight of the disease-wasted 
and 
strife-weary 
figure of 
the 


war-time President, sitting hesids 
the 
vigorous and ruddy 
Presi- 


dent-elect in their ride to the 
capltol. 
Descending 
ths White 
House 


steps for the last time, Wilson 
was 
assisted 
by secret 
service 


men who placed his feet on each 
step and then on the 
running 


board of the automobile. At the 
capitol the President signed some 
bills and chatted with attempted 
gaiety. Avoided Ceremonies. 
Finally he yielded to entreaties 


of his family that he spare him- 
self the ordeal of the inaugural 
ceremonies. He and the President- 
elect clasped hands, and Harding 
said: "Goodbye, Mr. President. I 
know you are glad to bo relieved 
of your burden and worries." 


Yet the Ohloan was the 
first 


of the two to die. 


As Wilson walked falteringly to 


his car he remarked to Senator 
Knox of Pennsylvania: "The sen- 
ate has thrown me down, but 
I 


am not going to fall down." He 
was referring to the senate's de- 
feat of his proposal 
that 
the 


United States enter the League 
of Nations. 


As the automobile sped by the 


White House on the way to his 
private home In R street. Wilson 
never 
glanced 
at

which had been his home during 
eight highly dramatic years. 


Dramatic because of

tremely humble, homespun setting 
was the first Inauguration of Cal- 
vin Coolidge, who took the oath 
of office at 2:47 in the morning 


in the lamp-lighted sitting room 
of the Vermont farm house where 
he was born. 


Oath Given By Father.

sage telling of the death of Pres- 
ident Harding in San 
Francisco, 


Coolldge had dressed quickly. A

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THE NEW MONROE 


DOCTRINE 


It was plain when Presi- 


dent Roosevelt 
sailed 
for 


Buenos Aires that the Mon- 
roe Doctrine was going to 
be changed. Not the doc- 
trine as President Monroe 
meant, it, but as it had come 
to be understood. It vvas 
originally merely a warning 
to Old World powers to 
keep their hands off the 
weak 
Latin-American re- 


publics, so as to give them 
a chance to develop and in- 
cidentally to make our own 
position safer. But the doc- 
trine came to be understood 
as a declared right of the 
United States 
government 


to intrude in Latin-Ameri- 
can countries at its own dis- 
cretion. 


Such intrusion might 
be 


meant for their good, or for 
our own. It served as a pre- 
text for many interventions, 
some of which we now find 
it hard to excuse. Latterly 
it has been much resented 
by the other countries, even 
when we acted genuinely 
for their benefit. They ap- 
preciated the favor but dis- 
liked the method. They were 
usually courteous, but pre- 


. ferred their own troubles 


to our patronizing interfer- 
ence. 


So we pull out clearly and 


completely, turning over to 
the American community of 
21 nations, 
including our- 


selves, the protection and 
police work we 
formerly 


gave 
without 
invitation. 


Troubles that any American 
country cannot take care of 
itself 
will be hereafter a 


matter of • general confer- 
ence, and for general ac- 
tion if action is needed. 


The result, so far as can 


be seen now, is very good. 
An American correspond- 
ent wrote from Buenos Aires 
at the close of the confer- 
ence: 


"Latin - Americans insist 


that the Monroe Doctrine 
has been killed by this new 
intervention 
protocol. The 


United Slates holds that the 
Monroe Doctrine has 
been 


made 
an inter-American 


policy by the collective se- 
curity convention. So every- 
one is satisfied, for perhaps 
the first time since Ameri- 
can countries won their in- 
dependence." 


WITHDRAWAL FROM 


ASIA 


While the United States 


is to a large extent "with- 
drawing from Europe" and 
trying to round up the na- 
tions of this hemisphere in- 
to one big, happy family, it 
is probably a good time al- 
so to withdraw from Asia. 
That is, to withdraw from 
any 
definite obi i g a t i o n 


there, or any sense of obli- 
gation, which might drag 
us into war in the Far Kast. 


If it is good .sense to keep 


out of trouble with Atlantic 
powers, it is just as good 
sense to keep out of trouble 
with Pacific powers. New 
grief for us 
might come 


from cither direction. 


Our 
country 
obviously 


got itsolf into an emgarrnss- 
ing situation over Manchu- 
ria, as a rc.suIt of our his- 
toric policy of maintaining 
an "open door in China." 
That policy led to a virtual 
guarantee of China's terri- 
torial integrity. When Ja- 
pan, seeking room for ex- 
pansion, called the bluff of 
the 
guaranteeing 
powers, 


the others .pulled out and 
left Uncle Sam holding the 
bag. 


We were right in prin- 


ciple, but wrong in prac- 
tice. We c o u l d n ' t and 
shouldn't drag our people 
into an oriential war over 
Manchuria or any other part 
of Asia, including the Phil- 
ippines.

To Many Induction Ceremonies

William Henry Harrison, the old- 


flit man to be elevated to the Presi- 
dency, died of pneumonia said to 
have been superinduced In some 
measure by the rigors of his in- 
auguration. 
Hatleis and without an overcoat, 


the 6&-year-old warrior of Tippa- 
canoe fame, rode his white charger 
from the White House to the cap- 
Itol on a wintry day, and then stood 
bareheaded for more than an hour 
In a raw wind while he delivered his 
Inaugural. 


Died After Month 


Returning to the White House, 


President Harrison stood in a re- 
ception line all afternoon and pol- 
ished off the day by attending three 
Inauguration balls. For the next 
few weeks he was deluged by office 
ffeekerv. Finally, 
he contracted 


pneumonia and 
died exactly one 


month after his induction. 


To the cheers of thousands who 


stood In pools of water under drip- 
ping red, white and blue umbrel- 
Ui, Benjamin Harrison, grandson 
of William Henry Harrison, be- 
came President on one of the worst 
Inauguration days.
